ripe age, received tbe nomination for 
Governor of New York, it was given 
to him like a barren scepter, a fore-, 
doomed defeat. 
The party had been 


completely routed in the metropolis 
and state'by O'Brion's Tweed expos- 
sures, through the Now York Times 
Nobody wanted to hold up the bespat- 
tured banner and add his name to the 
ignominious mustor-roll of Tammany 
Hall. The honor w«nt begging. Judge 
Sanferd K. Church was offered it by 
acclamation and declined, and even in 
the absence of a candidate Tilden 
would have been refused the nomina- 
tion had he not worked for it with ev- 
ery unequal energy. It was his only 
chance. 
He brought to bear all, pa- 


tience, entreaty and anxiety, and they 
sitid 


"For heaven's sake let him get thii 


and be defeated, as he will, so lie won't 
pester us any more. 


The old chap took the nomination 


and wont to work like a cat. He liter- 
ally crawled over the whole ground, 
working night and day with nearly 
sublime patience. 
He had a residence 


in New York City, on Grammaroy 
Park, and there were a "core, some say, 
of clerks and copyists and lithograph 
presses, auditing booki, the census, an 
arithmetic and a calculating machine 
employed there.

3d The number of books and periodi- 


cals oh hand; the number added by pur- 
chase, gifs or otherwise. 
4th. The nuiuber of vjuHors attend- 


ing, the number of books IdanedT ont, 
and the general character and kind of 
such books, with such other statistics, 
information and suggestions as they may 
deem of general interest. 
When the library and reading room 


were opened to the public,. Sept. % 1876, 
we had on hand 1«92 T»lumei,,'of all 
kinds. Of these 1404 belonged to the 
circulating department, the others being 
works of reference and public docu- 
ments. We have since purchased 143 
volumes, 300 have bees donated, and 9 
imanufacturea in the Mbtaftr, making a, 
total of 2t# volume's. *¥he reading 
room is now supplied with 29 periodi- 
cals, 11 of which were donated; the 
number of both books and periodicals is 
much to small to supply the present de- 
mand. 
The financial report accompanying 


show s how lunutU money [has beep ex- 
pended, and for what purposes. We al- 
so ask your attention to the librarian s 
report for the actual working of library 
and reading room during the past eight 
months; the jshowing is certainly extra- 
ordinary, and proves conclusively that 
this institution, and the act that gave it 
to the public, meet with the heartiest 
indorsement of the great majority of 
the community.

To adequately supply the wants of those 
already on the librarian's books, would 
require a library of 9,000 volumes— and 
we have^but 1600 to give them. This 
leaves scarcely any choice of literature 
to the reader; 'and wo bog that your 
honorable body will consider the neces 
slty which we urge, of an, increase of 
the amount of money which is proposed 
to be levied for the support of the libra 
ry for the following year to at least 
double the first apportionment. 


We believe thas In order to accom- 


plish tho object for which the library 
was opened, during this year twelve or 
fifteen hundred dollars worth of books 
aud periodicals should be purchased; the 
books on hand were old and worn when 
we assumed this charge, and eight 
months of constant reading of the more 
popular works has rendered them, in a 
great measure, unfit either for rebinding 
or for longer circulation. Many books 
need renewing entirely, while the de- 
partments of popular science, history, 
biography, travels, and works of refer- 
ence, especially, «ught to be very great- 
ly enlarged. Next fall and winter the 
reading room will need more chairs, ta-( 
bles, desks and files, and a large addition 
to the number of periodicals. These 
additions and improvements will require: 
five or six hundred dollars, while other' 
expenses, which will be rendered neces- 
sary by the changes which we hope to 
be able to make, will need a sum equal- 
ly as large. 
Urged by these considerations, and byj 


our conviction that the community con-, 
fldently expect, and will cordially inj 
dorse such action, of your honorable 
body, as will result in a more liberal en, 
dowmcnt of tUe Decatur Public Libraryj 
wo very respectfully suggest that a ta j 
of one mill be levied this year for the 
support and Increase of the same.
